RICHMOND'S GREAT FUTURE 


It will be news to many people that 
the manufactures of California now 
reach the magnificent total of more than 
$100,000,000 a year, while oil and oranges, 
the two leading products of the state, fall 
behind this figure. 

Manufacturing in California is in its 
infancy. The lack of cheap and abund- 
ant fuel operated to prevent the develop- 
ment of manufacturing for years. With 
plenty of raw materials the high price of 
coal made power too costly for cheap 
manufacturing. 

But that condition no longer prevails. 
California has more ‘‘white coal,’’ as 
hydro electric power is called, than. any 
other state in the Union. ‘Tremendous 
strides have been made in the develop- 
ment of this power and the resources 
of the state in this direction have not yet 
been scratched. 

It was cheap water power which made 
the New England mill towns what they 
are. Cheap electric power will do as 
much for California. Slender wires bear- 
ing their unseen burden of tremendous 
energy are revolutionizing the business 
of the world. 

In the old times a mill was planted by 
the side of a rushing stream or near a 
water fall and a manufacturing town in 
time grew up around the mill. Now we 
harness the stream and by means of the 
wires take its power to the mills hundreds 
of miles away. 

Cheap power an@®abuidant labor will 
help to build a manufaeturing industry 
on the shore of the Pacific. Of course the 
advantages enjoyed by California are also 
shared by other states on the Pacific 
coast, but beeause of the advantages of 
elimate and greater present population, 
this state has unusual advantages. 

Ninety per cent of the manufacturing 
at present centers about San Francisco 
bay, and there it is likely to remain. The 
enormous advantages of water transpor- 
tation can not be overcome. 

In the above interesting deductions it 
can be readily figured out where Rich- 
mond is to play an important part in the 
future of California manufacturing. It 
has cheap fuel oil from its. great Stan- 
dard Oil refinery, unlimited electric 
power, and both rail and water transpor- 
tation without end. The great manufac- 
turing center of California in a very few 
years will be Richmond. Everything 
points to this conclusion and there can be 
no reasonable doubt of it. 

To reap the full benefit of all this 
wonderous industrial prosperity now star- 
ing Richmond in the face, it is absolutely 
necessary that we complete the work up- 
on our harbor. This is about three-fourths 
done and the United States Government 
stands ready to do half of the rest for 
us if we keep up our half, which we as a 
city have pledged to do, and must do. 

Once the harbor is completed and the 
great ocean-going ships of the world are 
bringing in raw product and taking away 
cargoes of our finished mannfactured 
products, then will Richmond pile up both 
fame and riches, and pile it up fast. 


AMERICAN WORSHIP OF MONEY 


The world-wide impression of America 
has béen expressed by the phrase the 
“Almighty Dollar.’? The people of this 
country have commonly been regarded as 
a nation of money seekers. 

President Wilson spoke up against this 
conception, in his address a few days 
ago before the French Academy of Moral 
and Political Science. He admitted that 
the United States had devoted itself to 
material enterprises with extraordinary 
success. But he claimed that underlying 
‘all that. there is a deep sense of justice 
and humanity. 

A superficial observer could easily get 
the impression that American thought is 
centered on money. The conversation in 
clubs and homes relates very largely to 
dollars. People spend an enormous 
amount of time talking over schemes for 
money making, and how much this or 
that pergon earns. 

Most people now look back with regret 
at. the: way the United States during the 
first three «years of the war, -dovoted 
itself to making money ott of the suf.

Nevertheless as Mr. Wilson has very 
well said, the pursuit of money is but one 
side of American character, and not its 
deeper side. The pioneers came here, 
not to make money, but for freedom for 
their own individuality to dovelop. In 
times of crisis, America always manifests 
idealism. Never has any army made such 
a record for generous, noble, unselfish 
service, as that of the boys that went 
‘‘over there.’’ 

This war shows the perils. of the 
materialistic spirit. It incited Germany 
to her attack on humanity. Left to de- 
velop, it will ruin any nation.

Strange Beliefs Which Christianity 
and Civilization Have Been Un- 
able to Stamp Gut. 

Voodonism, or veodoo, that strange. 
worship that comes down from the na- 
tive customs of West Africa, {fe still 
Practiced to a great extent in Haiti, 
where they helieve that the hody has 
two spirits—a good one that returns to 
Africa, and a duppy, who remains in 

the vicinity of the dead. These “dup- 
ples” are considered to be very dan-

: out, and food and rum provid- 


ed to propitiate the “duppy” and per- 
ruade It to accompany the good spirit 
on its journey. 

“Duppies” are supposed to have 
solid bodies instead of ghostly ones, 
and so the doors and windows, and 
even cracks in the house are stuffed 
1p to keep them ont.

The announcement of this plan came 
as a surprise to the workers’ at a 
meeting in St. George’s hall, which 
was attended by the workers and theit 
families. 

The plan calls for the deduction of 
25 cents from the gale of all phono- 
graphs and $10 from the sale of. all 
cars, this money to be put into a spe- 
cial fund for the penstoning of all em- 
Ployees who, through old age, sickness 
and accidents, are unable to work. 

Employees who have worked for the 
company five years or more, will re 
‘telve 25 per cent of the maximum 
wages paid, while those who have 
worked ten years for the company will 
get 50 per cent of wages pald.,

Most of the anthracite mines in and 
about Scranton, Pa., are working only 
half-time at present. Inasmuch as 
there are some 25,000 men and boys 
so employed working but three days x 
week, it can be said, from a dollar 
and cents standpoint, that there are 
approximately 12,500 men and boys un- 
employed about the collieries. 

An important meeting of the ralfl- 
waymen of Paris and neighborhood 
was held at the Bourse du Travail re- 
cently when demands were put for 
ward which included a sliding scale of 
wages, an eight-hour day, a weekly 
holiday, and the nationalization of 
railways. The meeting instructed the 
executive of the Railwaymen's federa- 
tion to obtain these demands by a 
given date. 

An agreement In the waist and dress 
strike, which lasted eleven weeks, was 
effected at New York between the 
manufacturers and International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ union, it 
was announced. Benjamin Schlesin- 
ger, president of the garment workers’ 
organization, said that the union had 
won the 44-hour work week and in- 
crease in pay, averaging 10 per cent 
and the right of union delegates with 
representatives of the Manufacturers’ 
association to visit shops to see that 
the conditions of the settlement are 
observed. 

Announcement was made of an al- 
lotment by George Eastman, president 
of the Eastman Kodak company, Roch- 
ester, N. Y., to older employees of the 
company of 10,000 of its common 
shares, having a present market value 
of nearly $6,000,000. This stock ts to 
be sold to employees at the par value 
of $100 a share, on an ensy payment 
plan, the proceeds, amounting to $1,- 
000,000, to go into an employees’ wel- 
fare fund. The company itself has 
agreed to set aside a like amount of 
its unissued common stock to be sold 
at par to the newer employees as they 
become eligible through length of serv- 
fee. 

Details about the “peace” activities 
of Krupps disclose the interesting fact 
that their working staff rose from 65,- 
000 in 1914 to 170,000 In 1918, The 
number of employees in Essen itself 
was raised from 34,000 to 105,000. It
